LATTER couES WITH WEAPONS. 


Murderous jealousy filled the heart of Ben- 
jamin F. Ellsworth of Woodstock, III., yes- 
terday morning, and, after slaying his wife 
and Amos W. Anderson with a revolver, he 
turned the weapon upon himself and ended 
his own life. His son, Earl A. Ellsworth. 
Was a witness of the tragedy and is a pris- 
oner in the McHenry County Jail. 

The triple tragedy was brought about, 
apparently, by a prearranged plan formed 
between the father, now dead, and the son, 
now a prisoner. 

The son set himself to watch the campus 
actions of his own mother, and at a certain 
moment ran stealthily to a window, whence 
he signaled with a gesture to his father 
across the street. The father came and the 
killing followed. 


Held as an Auensee 

A Coroner’s jury returned a verdict rec- 
ommending that the young man be held to 
the grand jury as an accessory before the 
fact, and agreeing that the three dead per- 
| sons came to their death as a result of 
bullet wounds.“ 

Young Ellsworth, who is 21 years old, vol- 
untarily. surrendered himself to Sheriff 
Keyes, and upon the advice of his lawyer, 
C. P. Barnes, refused to testify at the inquest 
or to make any statement after going to 
jail concerning the killing. While no doubt 
| exists as to the motive which prompted t 


known only to the young man and, perhaps, 
to a few of his neighbors, to whom he con- 
fided a few words immediately after the 
shooting. 


Distrust of Wife Told to Son. 

It is known that the elder Ellsworth dis- 
trusted his wife, that he confided his sus- 
picions to his son, and that the son sum- 
moned hig father from his work. Circum- 
stances indicate that the aged Mr. Anderson 
was shot down in cold blood, that the wife 
was next to fall before Ellsworth’s revolver, 
and that the enraged man then killed him- 
self. 

Ellsworth was 45 years old, and a pros- 
perous mechanic, who conducted a general 
repair shop near his residence. His wife, 
Alice, was 42 years old, and prepossessing in 
appearance. Mr. Anderson was 77 years old, 
of fine physique for one of his years, and for | 
nearly four years had made his home with. 
the Elisworths. He was a retired farmer, 
mb oe property estimated to be worth over 
$20,006 


Au. Victims of High Standing. 

The high standing in the community of all, 
three victims gave to the tragedy an interest 
which worked up a remarkable degree of 
excitement in Woodstock. Both of the Elis- 
worths were members of the Baptist Church 
and identified with a number of fraternal 
societies. Mr. Anderson belonged to no 
church, but he was held in respect by all 
who knew him. His son, Dr. E. V. Ander- 
on, is a leading physician of the town. 

The killing recalled to the people of Wood- 
stock the murder and suicide in which Mr. 
Elisworth’s father, E. E. Ellsworth, figured 
in May, 1895. The elde® Ellsworth was a 
wealthy farmer, residing a few miles from 
the village. One day ina fit of ungovernable 
rage at one of his hired hands, Phil Weber, 
he seized a shotgun and blew the man’s 
brains out. He followed this act by hanging 
himself from a ladder which leaned against 
his barn; There were no witnesses to this 


affair. 
Young Ellsworth Calls Neighbors. |

of W. D. Hall, directly across the street 
from the Ellsworth cottage, and asked 
George Eckert and Walter Fish, who were 
sitting in the office, to go to the house at 
once.

Bad Faith and the Appointees De- 
clared to Be Tools in the Hands of 
Lorimer, Wasting Public Funds te 

Fortity Political Camps of the Béss. | 


Governor Yates was openly accused of 
bad faith, the memibers of the West Park 
board were declared to be tools in the hands 
of Lorimer, and the proposed $1,000,000 bond 

issue was denounced at a meeting of the 
citizens’ committee of the Twelfth Ward 
last evening. 

These accusations developed during a ses- 
sion of the subcommittee of the. general 
anti-apropriation committee appoigted last 
Saturday at a mass-meeting held at 
Readey's Hall, California and Ogden ave- 
nues, to devise means to prevent the 18 
suing of the bonds or the levying of an 
equivalent tax. The subcommittee also re- 
tained counsel to enjoin the West Park 
board from.issuing the proposed bonds. 

Objects to Governor’s Satraps. 

The citizens of this ward are not opposed 
to the breathing spots or the children’s play- 
grounds which is the excuse for bond issue, 
but this money shall not be intrusted to the 
satraps appointed by the present Governor,“ 
deelared Patrick McGrath, former Park 
Commissioner, “ Yates and Lorimer have 
ignored the wishes of the taxpayers. When 
Yates was inducted into office it was sup- 
posed he would rid this side of the city of 
the incumbents on the West Park board, 
It was clearly understood that he, would. 
But he acted in bad faith and kept nearly all 
of them, And it is our belief that the only 
appointee of Governor Yates on the West 
Park board whose appointment has been 
confirmed by the Senate is that of the Pres- 
ident Fred A. Bangs. (If Such is found to be 
the case after investigatipn, the legality of 
‘the actions of the p nt rd will be 
questioned. We are in this fight to stay.“ 

Mr. McGrath expressed the belief that ac- 
cording to the stgtutes the people could de- 
mand that the trustees of the proposed small 
parks be elected by popular vote. Section 
118, he declared, says that where new parks 
are made it shall be left to the v of the 
people whether the trustees are to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor or elected by the 
people. 

Out of Sympathy with Public. 

John J. Coburn, chairman of the General 
Citizens’ committee, declared that the 
power that created the present Park board 

is not in sympathy with the public wish or 
the public well being.“ The appointments 
were made for a purpose, he declared, and 
for the last four years a nefarious system 
has been carried out and handled by one 
man, to whom alone all the commissioners 
are responsible. 

It was declared that, although the park 
employés have been reduced to three-fourths 
time, unlimited positions had been created, 
„Several police lieutenants have been cre- 
ated, when practically no police are actually 
needed,“ declared one committeeman, and 
every petty employé has his private secre- 
| “ This is done to fortify the political camps 

of the boss of this ward,“ declared Mr. Mo- 
Grath. All this is put on the taxpayer to 
insure success at the primaries, echoed 
Mr. Coburn. ‘ 

John J. Coburn and Thomas McEnerney 
were retained as counsel and requested to 
draw a petition for an injunction and have 
it ready for the approval of the General 
committee. It was decided to call in John 8. 
Miller if his services were deemed necessary.

Telluride, Colo., Feb. 28.—Fourteen dead, 
as many injured, and a score or more miss-. 
Ing Is the result, so far as known, of a series 
of snowslides which occurred today in the 
immediate vicinity of the Liberty Bell mine 
on Smuggler Mountain, three and a half 
miles north of Telluride.

CAPTIVE FISHERMEN. 


Heavy Gale at ¢ Bay city, Mich., Breaks 
the Pack and Now No One Kuows 
‘What Has Become of the Prisoners 
on the Huge Floating Cake—Hope 
Expressed That Wind Will Drive 
the Men Safely Ashore at Another 
Point in Saginaw Bay. . 


Bay City, Mich., Feb. 28.—[Special:]—Two 
hundred and fifty fishermen, residents of 
Bay City, Essexville,,Wenona Beach, Bay- 
side, and other towns near the mouth of the 
river, were carried out into Saginaw Bay 
before daybreak this morning, And, if still 
alive, are being swept northward on a huge 
ice floe, which may break up at any time 
under the gale which is driving it along. 

The families of the men are wild with 
anxiety, but hope that the floe will hold to- 
gether until the men on it can reach the shore 
ice at Point au Gres, or Gravelly Point, on 
the west coast of the bay, tawares which the 
wind is driving. 

Word has been sent to all towns along the 
west shore of the bay to watch fog the en- 
dangered fishermen, and if they are sighted 


an attempt will be made to take them off the 8 


floe. 

The ice is twelve to eighteen inches in 
thicknegr, but it has been honeycombed by 
the recent warm weather and may break 
up into smaller floes, in Which case it ts 
probable some of * men will never de 
rescued. 


. Carried Away in the Night. 

The sudden change of weather and wind 
during last night caught the fishermen by 
surprise, and the floe probably had been 
carried many miles from shore before ‘the 
men knew it was moving. 

Most of the fishermen. lived at, Essexville 
at the moth of the river Below here. Every 
winter the ice freezes solid to a mile and 
a half into the bay. There the heavy cur- 
remt and the exposure to the wind causes 
what is called the big crack” to remain 
open. The erack never freezes, no mat- 
ter how cold the weather. The northeast 
gales drive the floating ice down to the 
„crack,“ where it piles up in huge windrows 
and the next southerly gale sweeps the lake 
clear from the crack outward, Fishermen 
find a passage across the big crack, and 
drag their shanties out on to the floes in the 
bay, where they remain during the fishing 
season. Besides the regular fishermen 
many ‘go out each evening to spend the 
night and the next day fishing on the ice. 

The outer floe has been remarkably stable 
this winter, and the colony of fishermen 
larger than usual. The thawing weather 
of the lust few days caused little uneasiness 
in the minds of the fishermen or of their 
families on shore. 


Wind Blowing a Gale. 

Last night the wind swung suddenly 
arownd and began to blow heavily from the 
southeast, and when daylight came the great 
floe was nowhere in sight. There was noth- | 
ing but open water beyond the big cr &. 
The wind was still blowing a gale, carrying 
snow and rain, and the waves were running 
high. 

The news of the disappearance of the 280 
fishermen caused wild excitement. As the 
day passed and no word came from the miss- 
ing men the fears of their families continued, 
although old fishermen declare the floe will 
not break up and that the men wil reach 
land in safety. Almost every winter fisher- 
men are carried away on the icein this man- 
ner, and they nearly always have reached 


The old timers declare there is but slight 
danger of the floe being carried out into-the 
open lake, but admit that if it should be 
swept past both Point au Gres and Gravelly 
Point there would be little Ws for the men 
on it.

After a few moments’ explanation the 
Prince returned to the embassy and donned 
his riding habit, being joined later by the 
President. They were accompanied only by 
the President's orderly, and went at a lively 
gait over many miles of road. It was dark 
and raining when the President reached the 
White House at 6:30, and his clothing was 
soaked through, but he was still smiling 
and happy. The Prince seemed to have en- 
joyed both the wetting and the ride, and 
was in evident good humor when he reached 
the embassy. When the President started 
to mount his horse at the White House por- 
tico preparatory to going to meet the Prince 
at the embassy several dozen women be- 
longing to the Mothers’ congress, now in 


session here, stood upon the porch, and when 


the President gave his horse a lump of 
sugar and caressed his head and mane the 
women applauded and were enraptured with 
the demonstration: The President smiled 

good-naturedly and rode away, simply lift- 
ing his hat in acknowledgment. 

At 71 o’clock the Prince, escorted by Am- 
bassador von Holleben and by a squad of 
police, left the embassy for the Pennsylvania 
railroad station, where he boarded the spe- 
cial train which departed about midnight 
for the Western and Southwestern trip. 
The Prince’s suite accompanied him.

PRINCE SEES NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Compliments Cadets on Their Work 
and Stands in Rain to Watch 
. Them in Parade. 


Annapolis, Md., Feb, 28.—Prince Henry of 
Prussia today visited the Naval Academy 
and met the cadets under instruction there. 
‘He saw them at work and at play, and at 
the close of his visit addressed them in 
complimentary speech, expressing his confi- 
dence that they would do their duty if their 
country called. 

The Prince was accompanied to Annapolis 
by Secretary Long and a party of distin- 
guished American officers. Every member 
of his staff was in attendance. 

The rain fell in torrents, but the Prince, 
to whom naval warfare has special interest, 
declined to take shelter and went through 
every formal feature of the program. 

In addition to Secretary Long the Ameri- 
cans in the escort of the Prince were Sena- 
tor Hale, Representative Foss, Rear Ad- 
mirals Bradford, Bowles, O'Neill, Endicott, 
Terry, and Kenney, Captains Sigsbee and 
Lemley, Commanders Sutherland and 
Cowles, Assistant Secretary of State Pierce, 
and Assistant Secretary of War Sanger. 

The special train of the Prince, carrying 
the entire party, left Washington at 9:30 
o'clock and reached Annapolis at 10:40. A 
detachment of Baltimore police surrounded 
the depot, and a marine guard and State 
troops of Maryland did the Prince honor. 


Drive Through Muddy Streets. 


Commander Wainwright, superintendent 
of the academy, received the Prince and 
the entire party was driven through the 
troop-lined streets to the academy. Regard- 
less of the deluging rain there were drowds 
in the sodden streets through which the 
party drove. 

A national salute was fired as the party 
entered the grounds of the naval college, 
and the Prince at once reviewed the cadet 
corps. He stood under a canopy of canvas 
on the west end of the parade grounds, and 
the cadets marched in review before him. 
The parade ground was a bog, and the rain 
splashed through the reviewing stand, but 
the middies marched in perfect order, and 
the officers stood at attention unmindful 
of the storm. 

After the parade the cadets changed to 
working clothes and hastened to the sev- 
eral working departments. While the stu- 
dents were preparing for inspection the 
Prince was taken to the physical laboratory 
and shown the plans of the improvements 
projected at the academy. He examined 
them with Senator Hale, Secretary Long, 
Congressman Foss, and Superintendent 
Wainwright, and discussed them with the 


the relative merits of the German and Amer- 
ican systems. | 


Sees Cadets at Work and Play. 

Next the Prince was taken to the steam 
building, where the machinery had been set 
in motion, and the cadets had taken their 
places at the lathes and other machines. 

Then the Prince was shown to the armory, 
where a number of the cadets were in fenc- 
ing suits, and after that to the gymnasium, 
where the sailor boys gave an exhibition of 
their physical training that interested him 
as much as anything else he saw during 
the day. A boxing class was lined up and 
put through the leading and blocking moves, 
there was an exhibition of vaulting, and 
finally some spirited boxing and wrestling. 
Cadets Laud and Otterson and Cadets Whit- 
, ney and Simmons boxed two fast bouts, and 
Cadets Rhodes and Willson wrestled a vig- 
orously contested bout, Rhodes finally win- 
ning, but it was the vanquished man who 
got the congratulation of the Prince. The 
Prince sent for Willson and, shaking his 
hand, said: ‘*I am much obliged to you. I 
am sorry for you, but you are a good man.“

RIVES SHOT AND STABBED 


| Fred Wagner's Attempt to Kill Wom- 


MURDEROUS ATTACKS MADE BY 
JEALOUS CHICAGO HUSBANDS. 


an Who Had Left Him May Prove 
Successful, While Steve Pope Siays 
His Life Partner and Then Commits 
Suicide—First Crime Preceded by an 
Effort to Care tor the Children — 
Wounded One wy to Prosecute. | 


Two Chicago women were murderously 
attacked yesterday by jealous husbands 
with whom they had refused to live. One 
of the frenzied men succeeded in killing 
his wife and added suicide ta his crime. 
The other wounded his victim four times 
and then sat down and waited for the police 
to come and arrest him. 

The earlier of the two 60 was planned 
with deliberation. Fred Wagner, 30 years 
old, was the one who made the attack; 
Mary Wagner, 26 years old, the victim. 
Wagner made arrangements with a half- 
orphan asylum on the North Side to take 
care of his three children, then went to the 
residence of his wife’s parents at 2249 Lin- 
coln place, and gid the shooting. 

At a late hour the woman was conscious. 

She says that she will recover.and prosecute 

the husband who tried to kill her. At the 
ugustana Hospital it was said that Mrs. 
agner has a chance of recovery. 

The Wagners lived at 1018 Barry avenue; 
and the trouble between them dates back 
almost a year. Wagner, who has charge of 
the bottling department of the National 
Brewing company, finally became so jealous 
that his wife went to the residence ot her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. 8. Svensson. 


previously bored a small hole in the ceiling, 
through which he could see into Mr. Ander- 
son’s room. He saw his mother enter the 
room soon after his father had gone to his 
shop, and then, descending the stairway in 
his stocking feet, he went to a room facing 
the shop and waved his hand at his father. 

The elderly Ellsworth at once left the 
shop, armed with a revolver and a heavy 
machinist’s chisel. He wore a pair of thick 
felt boots, and his entrance to the house and 
ascent of the stairs was noiseless. As he 
reached the landing he was joined by his son, 
and a moment later began his murderous as- 
sault. 

Mr. Anderson was fully pee and had 


his hat on when the attack began. One bul- 
let plerced the rim of the hat and lodged in 


the head of the bed. The wound in his hands 
indicated that the old man received them 
while he was endeavoring to protect himself. 
Hither of the wounds in the head would have 
been fatal, and it is believed that Ellsworth 
fired at the old man after he had fallen. 


Powder Marks on Wounds. 

Apparent proof that Mrs. Elisworth was 
the second victim was found in the discov- 
ery of several empty cartridge shells beneath 
her body. The wound below her ear showed 
the burns of powder, and the hole in Ells- 
worth’s forehead also was powder-marked 
on its edge. These signs, to the Coroner's 
jury, were considered sufficient to refute 
the statement of young Ellsworth that old 
man Anderson had shot his father and 
mother before e * fatal wound him- 
self. 

The presence of the two revolvers ‘in the 
room, one near the old man with four empty 
shells in the chamber and the other near 
the elder Ellsworth with but three empty 
shells in it, brought an element of mystery 
into the tragedy for awhile, but this finally 
was cleared away. The revolver used by | 
Ellsworth was purchased last Monday, along | 
with a supply of cartridges, many of which 
were found in the pockets of his coat. 

The other revolver was one which young 
Elisworth claimed had been lost or stolen 
some six weeks ago, the inference being 
that Mr. Anderson had taken it. An inspec- 
tion of the weapon showed that it had not 
been fired at all, and it.is supposed that it 
was carried by Ellsworth and dropped on 
the floor during the excitement. _ | 


Chisel and Broken Cane. 

The chisel which Ellsworth took with him 
from the shop to the house is not supposed 
to have been used in the conflict, although 
there is a long gash on Mr. Anderson's right 
cheek, which might have been inflicted by 
the tool. A broken cane aiso was found in 
the room, and the rumor was current in the 
town that Young Elisworth had. boasted of 
striking the old man over the head with it. 
No statement could be obtained from the 

young man after he was placed in the jail. 
He is intelligent, with a frank face and calm 
manner. He had no objections to meeting 

a reporter in the Sheriff's office, but when 
were asked his reply 
was: 

* My lawyer has told me to say nothing 
more.“ 

Once the young man forgot himself enough 
to make an unguarded reply to the question 
whether his father did all the shooting.

It is declared by residents of Woodstock 
who were closely acquainted with the Elis- 
worths that there was absolutely no ground 
for the husband's jealousy against his wife.

years had been on close terms of friendship 
with all the persons connected. with the | 
tragedy. He used to take Mrs. Ellsworth 
riding in his buggy, but it always was. with 
the full knowledge and consent of her hus- 
band. Mr. Elisworth, to my Own'knowledge, 
had even asked Mr. Anderson to take oa | 


their bicycles and joining each other at 4 
picnic. 


“Tt is said that a female relative of ‘Mrs. 


Ellsworth was responsible for distrust in 
the husband's mind, because the two women 
had had a petty quarrel. I do know that 
about a month ago word came to my ears 
‘that Mr. Elisworth was jealous of his wife 
on account of the old man, but it seemed so 
ridiculous that I paid no attantion and 
laughed at the whole thing.“ „ 

Mr. Ellsworth has two brothers, one of 
whom resides in Chicago and is a conductor 
on the Chicago and Northwestern road. The 
other is an engineer on the Chicago and 
Alton. A married sister, Mrs. L. S. Hakes, 
resides on the Ellsworth farm, four miles 
from Woodstock.

Goes on Mission of Murder. 

The three children Hved with the father, 
but frequently visited their mother. 

Yesterday morning Wagner went to the 
vicinity of his father-in-law’s house and 
waited until he saw Svensson and his son 
leave. Then he went to the door and in- 
quired for his wife. At first Mrs. Svensson 
refused Wagner admittance, saying that her 
daughter did not wish to see him. 

‘Finally, however, Wagner was allowed 
inside and went to the second floor, where his 
wife was. A short time after Mrs. Svensson 
heard a scream, followed by four revolver 
shots. Then Wagner ran down thestairsand 
out of the house with a smoking revolver 
in his hand. 

Mrs. Svensson summoned several neigh- 
bors and went up-stairs. Mrs. Wagner lay 
on the floor. She had been shot once in the 
right breast, twice in the left shoulder, and 
once under the left arm. 

After leaving the house Wagner went to 
several neighbors and told them that he had 
shot his wife. Then he went into the gro- 
cery of Holz Bros., Southport and Graceland 
avenues, and told them ot the shooting and 
asked them to get a policeman, saying he 
would be at his home waiting. 

When the police arrived at Wagner’s home 
he had given his three children in charge of 
a neighbor and was awaiting arrest. Step- 
ping up to Detective Sheehan, hé handed him, 
his revolver. 

“I will go peacefully," he said. “I am 
not sorry. But tell me, is she dead? 


Kills Wife and Himself. 


The man who succeeded in his effort to 
commit murder was Steve Pape, an employé 
of the Illinois Steel company, who stabbed 
his wife, Josephine, to death in the woodshed 
in the rear of her residence at 8980 Green Bay 
avenue in the afternoon. Pape then plunged 
the same weapon into his abdomen time after 
time, until he fainted from loss of blood. 
Both were found a few minutes later by 
neighbors. Pape was removed to the South 
8 Hospital, where he died in a short 

e. 

Pape and his wife had been married ten 
years. During the last five years they have 
not lived together continuously. A year ago 
Mrs. Pape left her husband again and opened 
a boarding-house, one of her boarders being 
Steve Bomcki, of whom Pape became jeal- 
ous. Last Sunday Pape made an attempt to

Bomcki in company with his wife. 
Yesterday Pape called on his wife when 
no one else was present. It ts supposed that 
he began his attack in an upper room of the 
house, and then pursued the woman to the 
coalshed in the rear of the premises, where 
the murder was committed. The wife had 
shut the door, but Pape battered it in and 
then began to slash his victim. He stabbed 
her sixteen times.

The Century company publish this week 
what they call Mr. John Luther Long’s first 
novel.

Mr. Long’s first title for this story was 

Remember Cawdor ’’—Cawdor being the 
name of the man to whom Nan had been 
betrothed since her birth, one might say, 
but whom she had never seen. Aunt 
Izzy wanted her to live up to the agree- 
ment, so she induced Jock, as a safe per- 
son, to devote himself to her to keep off 
other men, for Nan was a most attractive 
girl.

The spirit of the age—which is unques- 
tionably the making of money—has taken 
hold of the author as completely as it has 
of the business-man. In old times an au- 
thor had his publisher—a firm that published 
all of his books, and he no more thought 
of changing his publisher than he did of 
changing—I was going to say his wife—but, 
to make it more emphatic, I will say his. 
skin. In England it has always been com- 
mon for an author to have several publish- 
ers, but here it was unheard of till booming 
and record-breaking established themselves 
as important factors in the book business 
—and money, of urse, as the ultimate end 
of all things. 

Nowadays an author flies from one pub- 
lisher to another with as little concern as a 
bird that files from tree to tree. He goes 
for the best terms, the loudest advertising, 
and—serial rights. Serial rights in a novel 
bring an author anything from $1,500 to 
$25,000. Rudyard Kipling got $25,000 for 
serial rights in Kim,“ Mrs, Humphrey 
Ward $18,000 for seria? rights in Sir George 
Tressady.’’ As far as Mrs. Ward's publishers 
were concerned this was more money to 
pay than Mr. Kipling's $25,000, for they 
shared the expense with no one. Mr. Mo- 
Clure sold English rights and syndicate 
rights, and if he did not get his money back 
he got a serial for his magazine at a com- 
paratively low price. Of course, Mrs. Ward 
and Mr. Kipling are record-breakers on 
serial prices. The best price paid to other 
popular authors is $5,000, sometimes not 
more than $2,500, but even those sums are 
not to be despised’ Every author wants to- 
be paid for serial rights, and some publishers 
—when they are anxious to get an author 
pay the price oe being able to dispose 
of the serial. Mr. Stockton went to the Ap- 
pleton’s because they offered him a price 
for serial rights. They had no magazine 
of their own, so they arranged with Collier’s 
‘Weekly, where Kate Bonnet appeared. 
Now I see that Mr. Cable’s new novel, By- 
low Hill,” will run through the Atlantic, 
which means, I suppose, that Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co. will publish the book. It may 
be that Messrs. Scribner have arranged with 
the Atlantic, but it is doubtful, as publish- 
ers are getting more and more averse to 
publishing stories in their magazines that 
they cannot publish in book form. Serial 
rights, from what I hear the publishers say, 
will probably prove the rock on which au- 
thors will be wrecked. It is absolutely im- 
possible to serialize all the stories even of 
the popular authors, and publishers are get- 
ting just a\ little tired of paying for rights 


that they cannot dispose of.

Our Accursed Spelling: What to Do with 
It.“ is the title of a little book edited and pub- 
lished by E. O. Vatie of Oak Park, in the 
cause of Filogical’’ reform. Mr. Vaile has 
done something with it in the preparation of 
the book, having used the form of spelling 
proposed as the first step, and now in use by 
several of the educational journals. He has 
collected his material from various sources 
and offers such authoritative opinions as 
those of Max-Miiller, William D. Whitney, 
S. S. Haldeman, Francis L. March, William 
T. Harris, Joseph Medill, and T. R. Louns- 
bury. 

There is a collection of satirical writing on 
the present form of spelling, and an exam- 
ple of the proposed form which will be in 
some danger of falling upon the ordinary 
mind as asatire on reform.

DONNERSBERGER RETIRES 
FROM SOUTH PARK BOARD. 


Resignation Is Prompted by the Grow- 
ing Burdens of the Office and Business 
Demands in Other Directions. 


Joseph Donnersberger, a member of the 
Board of South Park Commissioners for the 
last thirteen years and President of that 
body for nine years, sent in his resignation 
“as a commissioner to the Judges of the Cir- 
cult Court yesterday. Mr. Donnersberger's 
letter of resignation reads: 

I herewith tender my resignation as South Park 
Commissioner.

The Duke was at lis in the early 
"60s, having come over to this country about 
the same time as hie cousins, the Count of 
Paris and the Duke of Chartres, who served 
for a time on General McClellan’s staff. 
The Prince de Joinville was with them as a 
species of guardian and mentor as well as 
one of the most interested spectators of the 
historic conflict between the North and 
South. 

Whereas the Prince and his two nephews 

de friends everywhere and were extreme- 
ly popular with all the Northern officers 
with whom they were brought Into contact, 
the Duke of Penthievre failed to make him- 
‘self liked at Annapolis. He managed to make 
himself universally detested, and the senti- 
ments with regard to him found expression 
in the exceptional amount of hazing to which 
he was subjected, and hich naturally 
sérved to imbue his mind with strong preju- 
dices against his fellow-catlets, against the 
academy, and against the United States. 

Indeed, there is no member of the Orleans 
family in whom unfriendliness towards 
everything American is so strongly pro- 
nounced as the Duke of Penthievre, who, 
while as deaf as his father, has none of the 
latter’s bluff and sailorlike geniality nor the 
courtliness of his uncles, the late Dukes of 
Aumale and of Alencon. 

The Duke may be described as the most 
unsatisfactory graduate who ever passed 
through Annapolis, and it is owing to this 
that no other royal Prince has ever peen 
sent to obtain a naval education at the Ma- 
rine Academy of the United States. Thus, 
for instance, the younger brother of the 
Duke of Orleans—namely: the Duke Mont- 
pensier—is receiving his training in the Span- 
ish navy, where, by the bye, he has been 
giving a good deal of trouble, becoming in- 
volved some time ago in a scrape which 
would have led to his being court-martialed 
for insubordination had he been of less ex- 
alted birth. The Princé of Monaco likewise 
got his training in the Spanish navy, while 
King George of Greece received his in the 
English navy. In fact, he was mast-headed 
for some midshipmanite offense of which he 
had rendered himself guilty’ when the depu- 
tation of the Greek legislative chambers 
came on board jo make him the offer of the 
Greek crown. | 

Many other foreign Princes have been 
trained in the English navy, especially Ger- 
mans, and, while there have been British | 
Admirals of the name of Prince Hohenlohe 
and of Prince Leiningen, there is at present 
a Captain commanding one of the finest bat- 
tleships of the Mediterranean squadron who 
is a Prince of Battenberg. 


Empress Eugénie and Henri Rochefort 
met for the first time in their lives the 
other day at Monaco. It was while Eugénie 
was visiting the now wrecked airship of 
Santos-Dumont. Among the crowd of peo- 
ple who had assembled to view the young 
Brazilian’s marvelous invention was Henri 
Rochefort, who, through a sudden movement 
of the visitors, suddenly found himself 
standing alone, face to face, at a few feet 
distant from the widowed Empress. 

Santos-Dumont, who was with her, looked 
embarrassed. But Rochefort, on finding 
what had happened, doffed his hat and made 
a bow of such courtliness that it served to 
recall the fact that he is in reality a Mar- 
quis of ancient lineage and the head bf one 
of the most patrician and illustrious houses 
of France. 

The Empress, who had, of course, retog- 
nized Rochefort from his portraits, acknowl- 
edged. his salutation with the most gracious 
and friendly smile, and then went on to talk 
with Santos-Dumont, while Rochefort with- 
drew. 

In order to appreciate the nature of this 
meeting it must be borne in mind that of all 
the attacks that have been penned against 
Napoleon III., his consort, and the Bonapart- 


ist Cafise du the last seven afid thirty 
years there Dich ‘none so vitriolic as 
those of Roche , inflicted the keen- 


er injury because they were characterized 
by more mordant and brilliant wit than any 
others. Indeed, even the friends of the Bo- 
napartist cause could not help admiring 
Rochefort’s writings against that yo eed

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Favor Lean ef $500,000 to Allow Per- 
manent Betterments at Dunning 
and at the Hospital — Dr. John R. 
Neely Assumes Today Medical Su- 
perintendency of the Institution 

Numerous State Institutions to Be 
Visited. 


Members of the special committee of citi- 
zens and County Commissioners investigat- 
ing the needs of the county institutions at 
Dunning favor the issuing of $500,000 worth 
of bonds by the county to allow permanent. 
improvements to be made there and at the 


before the final report of the committee is 
presented, but the County board may take 
immediate steps to provide the funds for 
making permanent changes. 

The poorhouse and insane asylum at Dun- 
ning are so overcrowded that plans to pro- 
vide temporary relief have failed. It is con- 
tended that modern buildings must be con- 
structed if the county’s wards are to be 
properly cared for. 

The changes necessary at Dunning prob- 
ably could be made at a cost of $250,000,"" 
said President Hanberg of the County board. 
We have done everything that we can to 
relieve the present congestion, but under 
existing conditions there is no way for ade- 
quate relief except through additional and 
modern buildings. At the County Hospital 
$100,000 could be-well expended. At the rate 
the county is now taking up outstanding in- 
debtedness an issue of $500,000 of bonds could 
be taken up in three years.“ , 


Cottage System Urged. 


Several members of the investigating com- 
mittee favor the adoption of the cottage sys- 
tem at Dunning. They contend that this 
method is productive of the best results in 
tho treatment of theinsane. President Hah- 
berg, E. P. Bicknell, and others of the in- 
vestigating committee will soon visit a num- 
ber of the larger institutions of the country. 
The results of their observation will deter- 
mine the recommendations which will be 
made as, to construction of the new build- 
ings at Dunning. 


Dr. Neely Takes Charge Today. 

Reorganization of the insane asylum and 
poorhouse will begin today, when Dr. John 
R. Neely will assume the medical superin- 
tendency of these institutions. Heretofore 
there has been no medical head at Dunning. 
-The entire medical and attending staffs will 
be reorganized at once, and it is intended 
that the best system of care and treatment 
possible shall be inaugurated here, where 
3,000 patients are cared for. : 

Today Superintendent Lange, President 
Hanberg, and Dr. Neely will confer as to 
plans. The physicians now at the institu- 
tions are under civil service, but changes will 
be made nevertheless if it is deemed neces- 
sary. 

A medical superintendent has been the 
chief need of the Dunning institutions,” said 
President Hanberg. ‘‘ Heretofore there has 
been practically no one responsible for the 
medical system. Under the new conditions 
Superintendent Lange will handle the busi- 
ness affairs of the institutions wholly. Dr. 
— Fg have full charge of the medical 

ranch.’’

The market was nervous, run- 
ning away from either selling or buying or- 
ders, but, as the buying orders predominat- 
ed, the market ran off. There was a large 
crowd in the pit the last hour, but not always 
a large trade.

Frazier found the market bare of offerings, 


and it was bid up easily, shorts aiding tho 


advance. This buying was said to be for 
Wall street account. Above 440 some of 
the smaller longs—Horne and others— 
showed a’ disposition to supply the demand, 
but there were no indications of Patten 
selling. The big holder was not on the floor, | 
but the report t he intended shipping | 
out some of the small stocks of ‘contract 
oats in store here probably added somewhat 
to the nervousness of the shorts. There was

| THE MAYOR AND THE BOARD OF REVIEW 


The unpleasant dispute between Mayor 
‘Harrison and the Board of Review grows 
partly out of a misconception by the Mayor 
of the functions of the board. He says 
that “ the members are elected to fix valua- 
tions and see that the city gets its income 
from that,” The Mayor wishes the board to 
promise that it will fix the valuation next 
fall at $500,000,000, and thus assure the 
city an adequate income for this year. 

Judge Oarter, a good lawyer and not 4 
party to this controversy, says the Board 
of Review must assess property as it finds 
it, and not fix a figure and mark up to it.” 
Clearly the Judge is in the right. Not the 
necessities of the city but the ascertain- 
ment of the yalue of taxable property must 
be the rule of action of the board. Mayor 
Harrison inverts the terms of the equation. 
The valuation must determine the income, 
not the income the valuation. 

Who is to determine the necessities of the 
city? The Mayor will say that he and the 
Council should do so. But their estimate 
of the necessities of the city might be an 
extravagant one. It might involve waste- 
ful if not profligate expenditure. The mu- 
nicipal estimate of civic necessities might 
be so high that it would be impossible for a 
Board of Review to push up the assess- 
ment far enough*to produce the needed 
revenue, 

The question of assessments and revenue 
may easily be considered with some regard 
to the amenities of life. Reciprocal accusa- 
tions which mystify the public mind should 
be disregarded. Especially should the 
question be disentangled from the traction 
question. Mr. Upham and his colleagues 
say, with truth, that the city has at hand 
a source of revenue it cannot decently afford 
to neglect. That is the revenue of 20 per 
cent of the gross receipts of the traction 
companies to be paid for the renewal of their 
privileges. On the other hand, it is clear 
that no revenue can be obtained from this 
source to be expended in 1902. 

It is unfatr for either side to accuse the 
other of improper association with the trac- 
tion companies, or a disposition to consult 
in any way their interests rather than those 
of the public. It is plain that the Mayor 
has been justified in postponing action on 
this traction question up to this time, for 


every day of delay has strengthenedgthe 


city’s case. The city occupies a far more 
desirable position now than it did four 
years ago. Had an agreement been arrived 
at then the companies would have secured 
much better terms than they are now likely 
to obta A little more delay will be justi- 
fied if if shall get for the eity a larger reve- 
nue for twenty years to come than the trac- 
tion companies can be induced tq concede 
now. Delay will then mean a small present 
loss and a large future gain. Still, it is 
plain nothing can be done for this year. The 
terms which the city has resolyed to exact 
will not be acceded to by the companies at 
this time. Apparently there will have to 
be a little more forcing before they surren- 
der. 

Looking at the question of assessments 
from the Mayor’s point of view: 


If the members of the Board of Review | 


indulge a reasonable presumption that this 
year’s’ assessment will approximate $450,- 
000,000—if they have before them the kind 
of presumption which would justify a jury 
in returhing a verdict to that effect—is there 
any reason why they should not say to the 
Finance committee that, in their opinion, 
an assessment of that amount will be made? 
Such a statement will not commit members 
of the board to the irrevocable fixing of that 
assessment. It will not be an anticipation 
by them of judicial functions tq be dis- 
charged later in the year. If they do look 
forward to a $450,000,000 as ent will 
not they be justified in giving informal and 
unofficial expression to that belief? Then 
bankers and other capitalists who lend the 
city money on the security of future tax 
collections will feel assured that there will 
be enough money to redeem all the time 
warrants purchased by them. If such an 
assessment can be promiséd the city will 
be given temporary relief. ee 

More lasting and greater relief will come 
when the Mayor and other city authorities 
shall s ed in imposing upon the traction 
companies the conditions which it is agreed 
now they must comply with to have a re- 
newal of their privileges. The revenue of 
$3,000,000 a year which will be received 
ultimately from the traction companies is 
necessary revenue, The city cannot get 
along without it. It will be found to be as 
necessary for the budget as the revenue 


from the saloon licenses is admitted to be | 


After the traction companies shall begin 
contributing to the support of the city gov- 
ernment there will be complaints that the 
necessities of the city demand additional 
revenue, Other tax-devouring municipal 
corporations will make similar complaints, 
and all will call upon the Board of Review 
as they are calling now—for higher assess- 
ments. As regards real estate, the assess- 
ments are high now. The limit has been 
pretty nearly reached, if not passed already. 
There is not much to reach except personal 
property. Muth of that is difficult to get at 
and escapes taxation. Some personal prop- 
erty is not a fit subject for taxation, and, 
when it escapes, men who have at heart 
the real intetests of the city do not grieve. 

The Mayor should be reasonable and for 
a moment look at this question from the 
of the board, 
whom the property-owners are continually 
besieging with protests against high assess- 
ments and consequent high taxes. ‘The 
Mayor, by virtue of his position, is a tax 
spender, and be is surrounded by men who 
are taxeaters. He hears only their story. 
The members of the Board of Review hear 
only the story of the taxpayer. If the 
Mayor were on that board be would not only 
‘meet the taxpayers but he would appreci- 
ate by virtue of Ms position the unreason- 
ableness of his request that the board shall 
fix now.a highwater assessment mark for 
next fall and pledge itself to stand by that 
mark, even though in doing se it may defy 
facts and violate law.

PERMANENCE FOR TEACHERS. 
There is no sufficient reason why the 
tenure of the public school teachers should 
be from year to year. There are many 
goood reasons why it should not be so. 
Naturally the teaching staff should only 
fluctuate in size by normal expansion, and 
continuity in its personnel is the very basis 
of a harmonious and progressive plan of 
work. No teacher, however, has any guar- 
anty against discharge at the end of the 
school year. While policemen, firemen, 
clerks, and all other employés in the clas- | 
sified service of the city hold office per- 
manently, the teachers, although they are 
the most numerous group and are among 
the most. respected of public employés, are 
subject to arbitrary removal. | 

Their consequent uncertainty as to the fu- 
ture has always had a demoralizing influence 
upon the school system. It has facilitated the 
exercise of pull,“ encouraged suspicion to- 
ward the board, reduced the prestige of the 
teacher’s position, and been a disturbing in- 
fluence among the entire staff. In recogni- 
tion of these facts Superintendent Cooley 
proposed to the School Board Management 
committee on Thursday that hereafter 
teachers who had passed a certain proba- 
tionary period should be subject to dis- 
charge only for cause and after four months’ 
notice. The committee approved the plan 
and it will be recommended to the board 
at its next meeting. 

If it is adopted, Chicago will in respect 
to this matter align itself with a whole 
some tendency in the same direction in pub- 
lic school management generally and with 
the established practice in higher educa- 
tional institutions.

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REORGANIZATION AT DUNNING. 

The appointment by President Hanberg 
three or four months ago of a joint com- 
mittee of County Commissioners and citi- 
zens to recommend changes in the county 
institutions at Dunning, resulted in certain 
immediate minor administrative improve- 
ments. It has now brought about at least 
the beginning of a reorganization of the 
staff. 

The subcommittee on organization rec- 
ommended some time ago that the present 
superintendent be restricted to business 
management and that a medical director 
appointed under civil service rules—and 
hence secure against removal by a ner board 
—should have entire charge of medical ad- 
ministratioh. The new medical director 
takes office today, and at the same time a 
superintendent of nurses is to be installed, 
The entire staff will also be reorganized 
soon, and reasonable medical skill will be 
employed in all the three institutions—in- 
sane asylum, poorhouse, and hospital. 

These institutions, which have hitherto 
been entirely in charge of a superintendent 
devoid of professional qualifications and 
even of sympathy toward scientific methods, 
are at last to be placed under direct and 
competent medical control. The importance 
of this fact may be realized when the num- 
ber and condition of the people concerned 
are remembered, The number is probably 
greater than that in any similar group 
of institutions under one management any- 
where in the country, and most of the 3,000 
inmates are in need of more or less med- 
ical attention as well as of skilled man- 
agement in general. | 

Obviously, there is danger of friction be- 
tween a medical director and a superin- 
tendent possessing cotjrdinate powers. The 
subcommittee, however, will define their re- 
spective spheres by exact rules, and a sym- 
pathetic board will be able to insure pro- 
fessional ability its proper scope. 

The subcommittee on buildings has not 
yet been heard from. Its report will be 
awaited with interest. It is confidently 
hoped that any building proposals made 
will be free from the ill-conceived and waste- 
ful features so often found in similar public 
improvements,
